the border and a sh ape symmetry S 7 indicating the number of wavs in which the shape of 
the puzzle piece is rotation symmetrical* such tha^ in said N possible orientations, the 
puzzle piece has N7 S different appearances; wherein each puzzle piece b provided with at 
least N/S mutually different marks: wherein different g um jg pieces are provided with 
different marks: and wherein the puzzle pieces being are shaped as pemomino pieces, which 
are defined as puzzle pieces which are theoretically constituted by five identical square elements, 
wherein each square element having has a full edge connection with at least one other square 
element.

17. (currently amended) Pu22le game, comprising a plurality set of puzzle pieces acconiing 
to claim 8 7,

having a recess for receiving the puzzle pieces, wherein the shape of a circumference of the 
recess corresponds to the predetermined shape of the border. 

20. (currently amended) Puzzle game according to claim ¥f> 19, wherein the border has a 
rectangular shape.
